AND NOW IT IS BUMMER 

E very man. we suppose has his 

i own method of computing these things, by an 
instinct far more reliable than the calendar, and 
many will differ on the precise day of summer's arrival 
at these parts. But we think it safe to say now. 
without grave risk of controversy, that it definitely 
has arrived and is comfortably in residence here. 

It is June, the year is well nigh half aoneand one 
cotdd pause to teflect gloomily^ on the breathless 
flight of time, the failure of so many hopes that were 
full of promise in January. But who wants to reflect 
these days on anything but the summer holidays? 
iTbe statesmen, the economists, the scientists, we fear, 
ate going to have a hard time to rouse public interest 
in these days when nearly every man is concentrat¬ 
ing all the power of his intellect on the overshadowing 
problem of the two weeks' vacation, and nearly every 
woman faces the prospect of children at home for 
two months. 

And what a time it is. this rich, soft J une of our s! 
A l ' M * of roses and e myriad of perfumes everywhere. 
A time when Nature seems to pause after the first. 
f iK»iiiim| burst of spring growth, to on joy the results 
of its prodigious labors, and men wisely follow 
Nature’s example. A time of deer days before the 
blue hare of the full summer, of warm, rich nights 
when the went of blossoms falls all about like ram. 

But June brings its problems, too, for thorn who 
are on speaking terms with k. Yew gardener .lays 
up late these nights with hose and sprinkler and rises 
berimes ia the morning to keep hit plants from burning 
op. Your firmer hopes for rain to swell his crops, 
and devises cunning devices like scarecrows and pieces 
of tin hung from strings, to frighten away the raven mg 
robins. Your angler ia bewildered, as usual, by an 
infinitude of fly hooka, spoons, lures and other devices 
which turn him slightly mad. Your average household 
h rent ■ factions by a momentous issue as it tries 
to decide where to go for the holidays. 

But. after all, the high peak of June that marks 
the end of the year’s first and younger half, is never 
quite reached again. Then, if ever, as some poet has 
said, come perfect days. And we doubt that there 
is any June quite like ours, this rich, soft island June, 
this first delicious taste of summer. 


THE WAX KACKXT EXPOSED 

r HAS BEEN SAID OF MAJOR-GENERAL 
Smedlcy Darlington Butler, famed United States 
Marine Corps Commander, that there has been no time 
in his life when he has been entirely out of trouble. 
He has never shirked a fight, end from the day ha 
became e sixteen-year-old lieutenant of Mariact in the 
Spanisb-Americaa War he haa always been where 
trouble waa to ba found. Aa Lowell Thomas, the 
well-knowa traveler end author, talk us, even his 
opponents conceded that in his stand on public ques¬ 
tions. General Butler has been moved by the same 
"fiery integrity end loyal patriotism which has dia- 
tinguished hia service in countless Marine ca mp ai gn s." 
Now. however, this soldier baa drawn back the cur¬ 
iam to expose some of the things which went on in 
the United Stales during the time that country was 
participating m the Great War. He dubs war exactly 
what it ia—a racket. 


. . . there were 4.000.000 soldiers . . . eight pain, 
and more, to a soldier . . . when the war was over 
Unde Sam had a matter of 2S.000.000 pairs left— 
bought end paid for . . , profits recorded and 
pocketed.'* Then we ere told there was a lot of leather 
left so the leather people sold Unde Sam hundreds 
of thousand* of Mcdallan saddles for the cavalry, 
"But" General Butler points out "there wasn't any 
American cavalry overseas." We are further informed 
that when America .e n tered the World War. a lthou g h 
die army had only 86.000 horses, tome imagmativ* 
individual placed orders for 945,000 saddles, 
1,000,000 horse coven. 1,500.000 hone brashes, 
2.000.000 feed begs end 2.600.000 halters. This 
is the information given by Frdmg Fooler ia Collier's 
Weekly. 

Here is a priceless item: Unde Sam was per¬ 
suaded to buy 20.000,000 mosquito nets for the use 
of the soldiers overseas. “Wdl" says General Butler, 
“not one of these mosquito nets got to France.” Yet 
40 . 000.000 additional yards of mosquito Betting 
were said to Unde Sam. Of course, it was nice of 
the manufacturers of this material to want to be quite 
sure that no United States soldier would have to go 
without his mosquito net—even if there were no mos¬ 
quitoes in France. 

There is naturally not sufficient space here to set 
out in detail all the charges which General Butler 
makes in his exposure of the alleged graft end cor- 
ruprion of which certain interests in the United States 
appear to have, been guilty. He winds up his strictures, 
however, with an argument as to what ia necessary to 
"smash the war racket" Here they are: 

t. Wa moat limit our military !cross to homo 
iterance pur poses. 

t. Wa must permit the youth at the land to 
decide whether or not that* should ba war. Before 
war la declared wo must have a plebiscite, not at . 
an the voters, but merely of those wt>o would ba 
salted uposi an do the righting and the dying 
There would not be very much sens* In having the 
eerenty-eli-year-old president or a munitions »ee- 
tory or the flat-rooted head of an International 
banking firm—both or whom aaa visions of tre¬ 
mendous profits in the event or wmi^-votlng on tbs 
question. Only those who would ba called to. rtek 
their lives for their oountry should have the privilege 
of determining whether the nation should go to srar. 

$. Wa must taka the profit out of ear by con¬ 
scripting capital, and Industry and labor before the 
nation's —»iv"i can be conscripted One month 
before tbs government dan conscript the young men 
or the nation—let the officers end the directors and 
tbs high-powered executives of our armament fac¬ 
tories and our steel companies and our munitions 
makers end our shlp-bullders and our airplane 
builders end tbs manufacturers of all tbs other 
things that provide profit In war time aa well aa 
the bankers sod the speculators, ba conscripted— 
to get aso a month, the asms wags aa the lads In 
the trenches get. 

Give capital and industry and labor thirty daya 
to think it over and. lays General Butler, "you will 
find, by that rime, there will be no war ... that will 
smash the war racket—that and nothing aka."

Only a so»U "inside" 
group knows what k is about . • # k is coo dueled 
for the benefit of the very few. at the expense of the 
very many.” How like is this description of war. in 
which graft and corruption are mingled with the de¬ 
struction of human life and property, to that of fiscal 
protection—the securing of profits for the few at the 
expense of the many I 

General Butler starts out in hk exposure with the 
statement the! at least 21.000 millionaires and billion¬ 
aires were made m the United Slates during the World 
War, and that many adintlfeJ “their huge blood I*ni 
in income tax returns." He pointedly inquires how 
many of these war millkmaires shouldered a rifle, dug 
a trench, knew what it meant to go hungry in a rat- 
infested dugout . . . how many of them spent sleep- 
ltas. frightened nights, ducking shells and machine-gun 
bullets . . .'bow many of them parried the bayonet 
thrust of an enemy. 

This, of course, k the old story. Politicians, 
statesmen, end munitions makers are responsible for 
war—youth is called upon to fight the battles. What 
of the material profit! which are guaranteed as long 
at youth permits itself to be sacrificod before the God 
of War? General Butler cites the’ fact that normal 
profits of a business concern in the United States are 
6, 8, 10. and sometimes even 12 per cent. “But 
war-rime profits—eh! that it another matter—20. 60. 
100. 300, and even 1.800 per cent—the sky is th* 
limit!" 

We summarize General Butler's charges. He 
begins with the du Ponts, the powder people, and 
says that in the period between 1910 and 1914 the 
average earnings were $6,000,000 a year; the yearly 
profits during the war were $58,000.0001 In the 

same period before the war, the annual earnings of 
Bcthlraem Steel averaged $6,000,000; the making 
of munitions turned their 1914-1918 annual profit 
into the tidy sum of $49,000,000! United States 
Steel profits grew from $105,000,000 a year to 
$240,000,000 annually 1 

For the threoqrear period before the war the 
profits of the Central Leather Company were ap¬ 
proximately $1,167,000 a year; ia 1916 this organ¬ 
ization returned a profit of $15.500,000—just a 
small increase of 1.100 per cent.

1 look upon hybridization as 
the only method of improving 
our present varieties of fruits. 
However, in recent years, the 
attention of plant breeder! haa 
been drawn more cloaely to the 
phenomenon of mutation in 
plants, and the unlimited, and 
as yet only partly developed 
field of bud selection. 

Wa mar more popularly ean this 
phenomenon bud variation, or bud 
•porting, and may deflna It as a sud¬ 
den and Inherited change, whereby a 
distinct departure from normal la 
evident In the ensuing growth, flowers 
or fruits.

Ltwlsia howaltl. with ita roeattas of 
foliage, much resembling a large en¬ 
crusted saxifrage, la the beat, with its 
numerous eight to twelve-inch stems, 
each carrying at Its terminal from 
ten to fifteen qprleot^eolorsd flower*, 
with a dark streak through each petal. 
One rosette will throw as many as 
twenty to thirty stems.

We have a 
three-year-old plant with seven 
flowers producing rosettes and still 
more growing. * 

A difficult plant 

Lewtsla tweedyi. with its brittle 
shiny leaves, is difficult. This plant 
will not stand wet. even when planted 
In a borlsontal position In a wall. 
It still inclines to damp away. Be¬ 
sides this, its long vegetable-like tap 
foot Is prone to rot away for no known 
reason. It will thrive if afforded 
glass protection tn winter to keep off 
all rain. It will stand almost com¬ 
plete drying off in the winder. 

Being such a beeutlftfr plant, no 
end of trouble is too much if one 
wlahet to succeed with It. The wide- 
open, cup-shaped flower* of cream 
color, contrasted with the shiny, dark
